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Potentiality and aesthetic form and performance and the poten- 
tiality of an aesthetic form is realized during performance and 

is the potentiality of a musical text realized if it is read and 
not performed and the answer is yes if the reader is capable of 
realizing the notes of the musical text in time and to do that 

the reader must not violate the vertical and horizontal organi- 
gation of the work of art. Potentiality and aesthetic form and 
performance and Elizabeth the real and Elizabeth the apparent and 
"It was only by an accident of birth that she was a Protestant 
leader; at heart she was profoundly secular; and it was her destiny 
to be the champion, not of the Reformation, put of something 
greater--the Renaissance" (Strachey, Elizabeth and Essex, Austrian 
Edition, p. 14).

for taking a line and sticking to it--she would have been lost. 
She would have become inextricably entangled in the forces that 
surrounded her, and, almost inevitably, swiftly destroyed" (Lytton 
Strachey, opere citato, p. 13). Elizabetheanism and form and the 
son of Charles Quint and Isabelle of Portugal did not understand 
Elizabetheanism and he did not understand that in thinking about 
their borders the English necessarily think about water and form
